ecution of Frank C. Millspaugh, 
former State Finance Commission- 
er, has failed to save Myers from 
being tried on charges of receiving 
deposits after he knew the bank 
was in a failing condition. 

Circuit Judge Cooley at the 
Myers trial here today overruled a 
plea in abatement filed by Myers’ 
attorney, who sought to stop the 
proceedings on the ground of the 
immupity promised. Judge Cooley 
made no comment on the motion 
other than merely to announce that 
it was overruled, = 

The action followe@ testimony by 
Judge Otto this morning. Curtis A. 
Betts of the Post-Dispatch staff 
had testified yesterday that he was 
directed by Judge Otto to inform 
representatives of Mygrs that if 
evidence in his possession showed 
Millspaugh to have failed to exam- 
ine the bank after knowledge that 
it was in a failing. condition, and if 
Myers would produce the evidence, 
he, Otto, would grant immunity of 
prosecution to Myers. 

Judge Otto on Stand. 


Judge Otto today refused to cor- 
roborate Betts’ testimony in full, 
denying the actual promise of im- 
munity, but saying that he told 
Bettsshe could tell Myers that if the 
expected evidence was produced he 
(Otto) would feel it his duty to 
prosecute Millspaugh and give no 
attention to others who might be 
involved. 

He testified that he had consid- 
ered that to be a proper course be- 
cause of his opinion that the pub- 
lic official guilty of official wrong- 
doing was more deserving of pun, 
ishment than the average citizen 
who committed a crime. 

Judge Otto corroborated Betts’ 
testimony of the several meetings 
had with Myers and his attorneys 
and of the circumstances surraund- 
ing Myers’ confession in El Paso, in 
which he.involved Millspaugh and 
which resulted in Millapaugh’s re- 
moval from office by Gov. Baker. 

Millspaugh later was twice in- 
dicted in Scotland County on 
charges of failitig to examine the 
Gorin Bank after he had know!l- 
edge of its condition, Dut the in--: 
dictments were technically faulty 
and Millspaugh escaped trial on the 
act@ 

Couldn’t Grant Immunity. 

After Myers had given his state- 
iment to the Attorney-General it

LITT EROCK, Ark., Aug. 37.— 


Condition of the Arkansas cotton 
crop on Aug. 16 was 67 per cent of 
normal, as compared to 71 per cent 
On Aug. 1 and 79 per cent on Aug. 
16, 1925, according to a report re- 
leased by the United States Depart- 


‘ment of Agriculture through the 


State Crop Reporting 


Service. 

From past experience, the con- 
dition indicates a lint yleld of 163: 
pounds per acre, C. 8. Burton, State 
Crop Statistician, announces. The 
final outturn of the crop, however, 
may be larger or smaller, as devel- 
opments prove more or less favor- 
able. 

The heaviest deterioration during 
the present month oecurred in the 
western and southern sections of 
the State—in the majority of the 
counties west of the Arkansas Riv- 
er.. These regions report excessive 
shedding, as the result of hot, dry 
winds. Many reporters complained 
of poor fruiting and boll weevil, 
especially in the gouthwestern sec- 


tion. Exce8sive rains resulted in 
rank growth. Rust damage was 
scattering.. 


Southern and southwestern coun- 
ties reposted further damage from 
the cotton hopper flea, while the 
boll weevil has.appeared in large 
numbers in several western and 
southern localities, according to the

where in the State up to the middle 
of the month. '
